A SCHEME LIKELT SOOX TO BE 


COMMEXCED. 


AM Enterprise that Will Pat $6OO- 


OOO in tke Pockets of Biuaarck- 


erB—The Taanel to be Fin- 


ished April 1st, 18S1. 


A PRIME NECKSSITY 


It is very apparent that owing to the in- 


crease of business on the Northern Paci- 
fic flie attention of the company must 
soon be turned to the important question of 
"how to cross th'e Missouri river." The in 
crease of traffic on the extension as it reach- 
es out toward the Pacific coast and the rap- 
id settlement of the Yellowstone valley 
will soon necessitate something more ad- 
equate than a transfer brat. As the Mis- 
souri and Dakota divisions are destined 
soou to become the chief divisions for 
business a transfer boat connecting the 
two would be in this chain of transporta- 
tion like a half inch link in a four inch 
cable-r-unable to stand the strain. Last 
winter several soundings were made with 
a view ot estimating the cost of a bridge 
It is found that a bridge of the required 
ereat height and length would cost at least 
$1,500,000. And furthei it is very likely 
that such abridge would not be built at 
the present landing as is generally sup- 
posed'to be the calculation. This is in- 
deed a 


SERIOUS MATTEK TO BISMAUCK. 


If tlie railroad should build a bridjre 


four or'five mileb north of this city it 
would not only seriously affect its growth 
but would cause a removal of the steam- 
boat landing and probably the establish-1 
ment of a rival city. A practical remedy 
for this has been buggestcd-^-oiie that is 
now agitating the minds of the Northern 
Pacific people aud more than likely to be 
carried into execution. The sound ings of 
the river bed have demonstrated the tact 
that the tunneling of the Missouri at this 
point will be a comparatively easy job 
and the expenbe a tritle compared to ths-t 
of a bridge. 


MK. H. CLARK, 


* contractor on the extension, has been 
east this winter and brings back some 
very important figuies regarding this 
great work. Mr. Clark built the Boston 
water works tunnel, one of the finest 
pieces of engineering ever known. In 
theientire length of twenty miles of tun- 
neling which he built in that city there is 
not a leak of any kind and it is large 
enough in diameter to allow the pas'sa^e 
of a horse and carriage in the clear. Thi^ 
gentleman has looked the ground over 
carefully aud concludes that the river can 
be tunneled for at least $730,000 or less 
than oue-hajf the e>pease of bridgiug. 
The superiority of a lunuel is unques- 
tioned. It is durable aud wile. A per- 
son would feel much more secure in pass- 
ing through a good, clean cemented tun- 
nel than ou board a train crossing a two 
mile bridge, seventy feet Iroui

How Far Bells Hay be Heard. 


In a hilly locality a bell will not be 


heard half as far as if the land were 
level, or nearly so. A bell will be heard 
a great deal further lengthways of aval- 
ley than overlhe hills at the sides. It 
is. frequently the case that bell-rooms 
are lower than the snrroifhding'' build- 
ings and trees, and these obstructions 
break the sound and prevent its free 
passage to a distance.- It is frequently 
the case, too, that towers have small 
windows or openings, with the louvre 
boards so close together as to almost 
box up the sound. In cities the noise 
of steam and horse-cars, manufacturing 
establishments,] carriages and carts rat- 
tling over the pavement, etc., is,so 
great that bells are not expected to be 
heard at any considerable distance, and 
this is the reason why, in all cities, sev- 
eral bells are used for fire-alarm pur- 
poses, it being impossible for one bell, 
no matter how large it may be, to be 
heard above the thousand-and-one 
noises incident to every large place. 
The largest bell ever made in this coun- 
try weighed 22,000 pounds, and, before 
it was fractured, hungj in the City Hall 
in^New York. On one or two occasions 
this bell was heard up the Hudson river 
thirteen miles, in the! night, when the 
city was comparatively quiet. Water 
is a good conductor oij sound, and add 
ed materially in making the bell heard 
as above mentioned. 
ft is a great mis- 


take to suppose that bulls can be heard 
in proportion to their weight—that is, 
that a bell of 2,000 pounds will be heard 
twice as far as one of 1,000 pounds. 
This is not so, for the reason that the 
larger bell does not possess anything 
like twice the resonant surface of the 
smaller one. What is gained and ad- 
mired in the larger be] 1 is its deep, ma- 
jestic, dignified tone, which it is impos- 
sible to secure in the smaller one, the 
weight of a bell invariably governing 
its tone. 
When 
nung 
stationary 


and struck, or tolled, bells will not be 
heard, as a rule, hal: as far as when 
swung. The swinging motion throws 
the mouth of the bell up, and not only 
carries the sound off, 1 >u4 imparts to ii 
a richness phat is alwz ,ys absent when 
the bell is at rest and struck. A great 
deal is to be gained ly ringing a bell 
properly, throwing the mouth well up, 
and not lazily jingling it. It is not 
physical strength thai; is required in 
ringing a bell so much as "getting the 
knack" of catching the rope just right, 
particularly on~the second "down pull." 
The windows in the tower should be as 
open as possible, and the tower should 
be ceiled just above

A Strange Story". 


In 1848 a chestnut tree, quite 300 


years old, was blown down on the banks 
of a little creek near the church called 
"South Carolina," within a mile of the 
village of Yorkville, in Pickens county, 
Ala., and about seventeen miles sou^h- 
east of Columbus, Miss. Beneath the 
roots of the chestnut fa ee were found a 
pair of brass scales fc r weighing, with 
the brass weights haying Spanish in- 
scriptions and numerals on them. Two 
three-pound cannon-shot were found 
with the scales. The toil beneath the 
tree was very dry, drained as it was by 
the little stream hard| by, and these 
relic's of the Spanish adventurer were 
well preserved. But it) does not follow 
because these portable articles were 
found at that spot that |De Soto visited 
it. He had litfle use %: scales, and 
may have left them at some distant 
place of encampment] or lost them in 
some battle, and a curious red msui, rs- 
signing little value t|> the "treasure 
trove," left it when he drank on the 
bank of the stream. [Indians had no 
wagons or wagon ways, and yet when 
Eastern Mississippi wa? first settled by 
the white people in 1830, and while the 
Choetaws still owned ajnd occupied the 
country, there was a broad, deep wagon 
road foJowing the course qf the rivei 
some distance and deeply cut in the 
hillsides and into the river's banks. It 
crossed the river at the mounds, ten 
or twelve miles below Columbus, on 
Butler's plantation, of which I have 
spoken. The Choetaws said that this 
road was carved out by white men, who 
marched across the country, fighting 
and killing, long before their recollec- 
tion. If this be the i tradition, as I 
heard it stated long ago, there can bo 
little doubt that De Soto made thti 
road and crossed the Tombigbee at , Le 
place indicated by the'Spanish scale's 
and weights, and the old highway was 
certainly made by no race of raodern 
Indians. But, if this be true, it does 
not follow that De Soto spent the win- 
ter preceding this passage of the Mis- 
sissippi in the vicinity o 
at Tupelo.—New York Herald.

M. Herbelin's 
devotion to his yquog charges was tho 
subject of much remark among the vis- 
iting physicians, and the sisters con- 
nected with the hospital. While at the 
bedside of two children suffering from 
diphtheria, symptoms Of the disease 
were noticed in himself by another 
medical man, who insisted upon young 
M. Herbelin going home. He did so, 
and died in a few days. While M. 
Herbelin was on his deathbed, the cir- 
cumstances were related to M. Grevy, 
who had an interview with Gen. Vinoy, 
Grand Chancellor of the Legion of 
Honor, at whose instance the cross of 
the order was awarded to the young 
surgeon. It wat, .taken to the "dying 
man, who, overjoted at the news, ex- 
claimed :

"lam decorated! I wish to live—I 


will live. Cure nib, my friends!" 


He sank upon his I e'd exhausted, ancl 


died clasping thd r.bbon attached to 
the cross. The Hpsjital of Sainte Eu- 
genie was founded by the Empress Eu- 
genie under circumst mces of a peculiar 
character. The Mu icipality of Paris 
had voted the sum ®f 600,000 francs to 
be spent 'in $he pure! ia&e of a diampnd 
necklace as a wedding present to the 
Empress in 1853. T ic money was pre- 
ferred,to the diamonds, and was devot- 
ed to the foundation < >f this hospitnl-for 
children, since becon .e so famous. M. 
Lepere, Minister of the Interior, M. 
Herold, the Prefect e f the Seine, sev- 
eral Municipal Councilors, and a num- 
ber of leading physi( iana and medical 
students attended'M. Herbelin's funer- 
al. A detachment of infantry rendered 
him military honors.

Keeping? Children After School. 


There is one common practice of the 


public schools which ought to be abol- 
ished at once and everywhere without 
question or parley. That is the practice 
of imprisoning the children in the school- 
houses beyond the school hours. Pretty 
nearly every school-house in the land is 
thus turned into a penitentiary in which 
children are immured | every day, some 
of them for imperfect recitations, others 
for faults of deportment. This method 
of punishment might, if the. teachers 
were all judicious, be resorted to occa- 
sionally with good effect; but teachers 
are not all judicious, and thousands of 
children are thus detained every day to 
whom the detention is u serious injury 
and a grave injustice. I'or some trilling 
breach of order, like turning in the seat 
or dropping a pencil, for some small 
failure in a recitation, and often for no 
fault at all—whole classes being kept on 
account of the indolence of some of 
their members, and thei innocent thus 
suffering with the guilty—the children 
are shut up in the school-houses, some- 
times during the intermissions* often 
after the close of school. Thousands of 
children in delicate health, to whom the 
regular school hours are too long, are 
permanently injured by this system of 
confinement. If only phe stupid and 
the willf ai and those in sturdy health 
were thus punished, there would be less 
reason of complaint; but any careful 
investigation will show1 that such dis- 
crimination is not generally made, and, 
from the nature of the system, cannot 
well be made; and that tne injury to 
the health of pupils resulting from the 
Practice more than outweighs any good 
that may result from it. The health of 
the pupil is a subject to which the aver- 
age school-teacher gives but little con- 
sideration J any practice, 1 herefore, which 
is liable to result in the impairment of 
the pupil's health ought to be forbidden 
bylaw. 


This plea is based upon an observa- 


tion of the working of this system in 
several towns and cities, and upon the 
concurrent testimony of many medical 
men. 
In some places the rules of the 


governing boards forbid the imprison- 
ment of children, but th^ rules are gen- 
erally set at naught by teachers. They 
ought to be enforced. It,must be that 
there are methods of 'discipline for 
schools less injurious and more effectual 
than imprisonment.—Good Company. 


Astronomical Progress. 


Mr. Proctor, the astronomer, has 


expressed the opinion that Mars was 
the only planet beside the earth old 
enough to be inhabited. The others, 
he thinks, are still' glowing with heat.

Severe T'inters in Europe. 


Snow is recorded to have fallen in 


Borne during fjortydays in the 396th 
year before tho Christian era. Nearly 
eight centuries later the Black sea was 
frozen over fcr three weeks. In 608 
the vines are sated to have been de- 
stroyed by fros ; over a large portion of 
France. 
There is a tradition, again, 


that in 860 sno sv and Intense cold pre- 
vailed over Europe for six months,even 
the Adriatic being frozen. In 574 the 
Bosphorus could be crossed by the ice 
on its surface. The same weather was 
followed bv tpidtmics and famine, to 
which a third of the population of 
France is said 1o have succumbed. Tn 
1160 foe Po was was frozen over, and 
wine congealed in the cellars. The win- 
ters of 1023 arid 1408 were extremely 
cold. In the former year the ice-bound 
surface of the Baltic was used as a 
thoroughfare for six weeks, and in 1408 
nearly all the bridges of Paris were car- 
ried away by thj> blocks pf ice floating 
in the Seine. The Clerk of the Parlia- 
ment of the day declared himself unable 
to register the decrees, owing to tbe ink 
freezing m his pen in spitw of the large 
fires keptburniu g in his office! In 1468 
tlio weather was so severe in FLraders 
that the frozen \?ine had, to bo cut with 
hatchets. Ten years previously a force 
of 41,000 men encamped on the Danube. 
In 1304 and 1607 there were games and 
bonfires on the Thames at London; 
and 1684 is memorable as the year of 
the great fair he|ld on that river, which 
was covered wich ice twelve inches' 
^thick. Thirty 3 ears later another fair 
was held on the same river in mid-win- 
ter, and yet another in 1740. The years 
176G 
and 1789, were notable for intense 


cold throughout Europe. Hard winters 
prevailed in Euiope in 1829,1840,1846 
and 1849. Sines that last date several 
very cold years aave occurred.
